Tlie new doctrine is, as our readers know, 
that international’ law ought to protect pri- 
vate property at sea; as Mr. JOHNSON some- 
what generally, but intelligibly, presented it, 
“private property upon the ocean, during 
war, shall never be subject to capture—men 
may be killed upon the land and upon the 
ocean in battle, but the merchant will go his 
own way unharmed.” This doctrine, we may 
add, has been forced upon the attention of 
jurists by the mercantile community of the 
world, which comprises some of the acutest 

as wellasthe most influential citi- 
zens and resolute legislators of all commer- 

Mr, “Hancovnr, in his late letter to the 
London Times, rehearses the view he ex- 
preased at Birmingham last Autumn, name- 
ly, that “it is idle to attempt to put an end 
to the horrors of ‘war except by preventing 
war iteclf;” and that, as the wanton de- 
struction of private property at*sea is one of 
the horrors of war, it cannot be prevented. 
“When the dogs of war ate once slipped 
from the leash,” he says, “I have very little 
faith in moderating their havoc.” And, in 
brief, his theory is, that we should make 
war so terrible, and especially so injurious to 
commercial wealth, that “the most power- 
ful and influential interests may be banded 
together to discourage it.” 

We confess frankly our astonishment at 
hearing the enunciation from such a source 
of such a doctrine ; we fancy it was the con- 
troversial and syllogistic reasoning, rather 
than the rich historic knowledge, to say 
nothing of the philanthropic sentiment, of 
the writer which projected it. On the same 
ground we are under obligations to take 
backward steps in civilization, and redace 
war to Indian butchery; and whereas by 
degrees certain conceded usages of hums 
have, under the influence of Uhristian na- 
tions, become binding “laws of war,” whose 
transgression is severely punished even in 
their own troops, by all civilized nations, our

‘The other measure, submitted by Mr. 
TRUMBULL, has more to excuse it. There is 
an obvious necessity for some method of en- 
forcing the third section of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, though the wisdom of the poli- 
cy which perpetuates the disability created 
by the amendment is not so apparent. Ina 
minor degree it produces in all the recon- 
structed States the inconvenience and injury 
which the proposed enforcement of the 
oath of office will occasion’ in Vir- 
ginia, There are numbers of excellent 
men ihn every quarter of the South, whose 
services it is desirable to secure for 
higher offices of their respective States, 
whom the strict enforcement of the amend- 
ment, as contemplated in the bill before the 
Senate, will consign to private life. Some of 
them have taken office at the request of Dis- 
trict Commanders, and hold it with the con- 
sent of the reconstructed Governments; and 
the proposal that for this “offence” they 
shall be “forever disqualified from holding 
any State or Fedéral office,” is a little too se- 
vere. It is surely possible to uphold the 
authority of law without investing it with 
the attributes of tyranny or persecution. 

The time is coming, we trust, when Congress 
will be prepared to approach the subject of 
teste and disabilities with the view of abro- 
gating rather thanextending them. In their 
way, doubtless,they have had their uses. Civil 
war cannot well be waged without them. 
But their justification ends with the circum- 
stances which called them forth; and to 
maintain them afterward is to keep alive 
prolific sources of difficulty and irritation, 
and eo to delay the re&stablishment of per- 
fect peace. The importance attached to 
them is, indeed, a reflection upon the work 
performed under the direction of Congress. 
For the reconstructed States should be like 
other States in their ability to dispense with
